I refer to your letter dated October 26, 2006 to the FBI, requesting the release of certain 
material under the Freedom of Information Act (Title 5 USC Section 552). Eight of the 
relevant documents retrieved in response to your request originated with the Department of 
State and were therefore referred to us for appropriate action. 

We have determined that six documents may be released in full, and two must be withheld 
in full. All released material is enclosed. The material in the documents withheld in full is 
of such a nature that its release would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. As such, it is exempt from release under subsection (b)(6) of the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

With respect to material withheld by the Department of State, you have the right to appeal 
our determination within 60 days. Appeals should be addressed to the Chairman, Appeals 
Review Panel, c/o Appeals Officer, A/ISS/IPS/PP/LC, SA-2, Room 8100, Department of 
State, Washington, D.C. 20522-8100. The letter of appeal should refer to the case number 
shown above. 


The enclosed materiU includes documents from which the FBI has deleted information 
under subsectiorfj(b)(7)(C) of the Freedom of Information Act. That provision exempts 
from release records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, if 
released, could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. If you wish to appeal those particular deletions, please write within 60 days to the 
Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, United States Department of Justice,

Mr. Stimpson, Minister Counselor at the^ 

Embassy (Tel: 387-1010) , called again today to .obtain 

a USG statement on the Rastafarians which he can use 
when he telephones JaclP Anderson to complain about 
his article of Sunday 7~May T6T~ I reaffirmed to Mr. 

Stimpson my earlier statement to the effect that the 
Rastafarians certainly were not, in my op inion, a major 
international terrorist group and that I was surprised 
that Anderson had lumped them together with such active 
and well-known terrorist groups as the Japanese Red 
Army. I declined, however, to be quoted on this point 
and suggested that if he wished to discuss the matter 
any further he should talk directly -with Mr. Fearey. 

In an effort to get a better understanding of the 
\ Rastafarians , I asked Mr. Stimpson for his description . 
of the group. He replied that they were a group of 
people who worship former Ethiopian Emperor Haile " 

Selassie as a god. ' They are religiously inclined, he 
said, "and are members of the Coptic church. ^ f

Mr. Stimpson described the Rastas as a "peaceful 

back-to-Africa movement;" he noted that they hadgsnctageda s 
in very little violent action in Jamaica; However, in 
1959, they had been involved in an "isolated incident," 
which he described as an "uprising." He said that 
"others" had been involved in the revolt and the leaders 
were eventually caught and hanged.

Mr. Stimpson described the members of the Rastas 
as being long-haired, often bearded , and -"unkempt." 

They smoke marijuana as a part of their c.ult and do not 
normally engage in' work activities; they prefer to 
engage in such crafts as pottery making, carving, etc. . 

As for the size of the movement in the US, Mr. 
Stimpson said that estimates run as high as .9,000. -He 
stressed "others" (presumably, West Indians and black 
Americans) had been attracted to the movement. (He also 
noted that they had been involved in some minor violent . 
activities in New_York City, but that such trouble 
generally involved only other blacks,,, not whites
